WILT IN PEARS LAST. 
SEASON GENERAL 


Promising Results Found In 
Use Of Wax As Protective 
Agent In Storage 


Promising results in the use of wax 
as a protective agent in pear storage 
was an important finding in research 
of the past year according to Prof. 
Henry Hartman of the Agricultural 
Experiment Station of Oregon State 
College, Corvallis, Oregon. Prof Hart- 
man has been condusting extensive re- 
rearch on ripening and storage of 
pears from Oregon, Washington, and 
California for many years, jointly for 
the Oregon - Washington - California 
Pear Bureau and Oregon State Col- 
lege. 

He indicated in his report that after 
treatment by one particular wax, the 
laboratory pears displayed no visible 
wilt and had a fine, clear appear- 
ance at the end of the storage period. 
He also found that wax does not in- 
terfere with ripening. 

The unusual amount of wilt during 
the past season was general and not 
due to any specific storage method, 
it was found. Investigation indicated 
that growing conditions had been pe 
culiar in that much of the fruit did 
not develop the normal amount of wax 
and the lenticels remained open even 
after harvest. Fruit in this condition 
is extremely sensitive to wilt, accord- 


ing to the experiment station, and will. 


wilt even under favorable storage hu- 
mitities. 

Under certain conditions wilt can be 
reduced by high storage 
but there is danger in that high hu- 
midity is often accompanied by high 


percentage of decay, according to the! 


There were some cases where 


wilt was induced by premature har- | 
vesting but because pears last season | 


began dropping from the trees early, 


harvesting could not have been de- | 


layed.

Of Group Operation To Strengthen Prices Paid 
To All Growers Of A Given Crop

During 1934, the percentage of total 
United States’ production of six fruits 
and vegetables marketed through co- 
operatives ranged from 7.5 per cent to 
57.3. per cent. Apples marketed co- 
operatively were the least and citrus 
the largest while lemons alone ran as 
high as 94.7 per cent. 

In its recently completed two-year 
investigation of all phases of agricul- 
tural marketing, the Federal Trade 
Commission discusses at length argu- 
and against the coopera- 
tives. 

The Federal Trade Commission re- 
port, long awaited by producers, ship- 
pers and marketers, has been finished 
and officially released but not publicly

has made available to this paper. 

“As to the effect of cooperative mar- 
keting on the participant growers,” the 
commission’s report showed, “cash re- 
turns on the basis of our information 
do not differ greatly from those ob- 
tained by non-cooperating growers. 
This, however, is based only upon data 
covering shipments to a few cities. 

“Such a conclusion is not a full 
measure of the advantages of mem- 
bership in cooperatives for the reason 
that cash returns for the members do 
not include any amounts retained for 
investment in cooperatively owned 
packing houses, nor do they include 
any patronage dividends paid where 
the amounts held by the cooperatives 


to cov rT their estimated marketing ex-_ 


pen.» were greater than the expenses 
actually incurred. 

“Then, too, the cooperative purchase 
of supplies may net the growers sav- 


|ings in which the growers selling to 


private shippers do not share. 

“In areas where cooperatives ex- 
ist, private shippers must compete 
with them for the patronage of grow- 
ers. This competition makes it neces- 
sary for both to operate on as nar- 
row a margin as is consistent with ef- 
ficient marketing. 

“The real measure of financial ad- 
vantage to growers lies in the compar- 
ison of total amounts returnable after 
deduction of bare operating expenses 
of cooperatives with the returns of pri- 
vate marketing agencies performing 
substantially the same functions. 

“The history of successful, large- 
scale cooperatives handling fresh

The proposal to issue bonds in the

End Of War In 
China Seen 


Britain Ready To Act As 
Mediator As Stalemate 
Appears In Campaign 


LONDON, (Copyright 1938 by United 
Press)—Great Britain hopes to act as 
mediator to end the Chinese-Japanese 
war, it was disclosed today. 

An authoritative source revealed that 
Viscount Halifax, secretary, told the 
House of Commons foreign affairs com- 
mittee at a secret meeting last night 
that the government was ready at any 
time to mediate. 

It was indicated that the cabinet’s 
hope was based on belief that a stale- 
mate was most prabable in the Chi- 
nese-Japanese war. The foreign sec- 
retary, it was said, told the committee 
that a deadlock already had been 
reached and that if it continued it 
would be possible—with the cordial 
consent of Japan as well as China— 
to negotiate an honorable and lasting 
peace.

fruits and vegetables indicates that 
they started as attempts on the part 
of growers to obtain better prices for 
their products by freeing themselves 
from dependence upon private buyers 
and shippers as their only outlets, to 
develop new markets or to establish 
new uses for their products in the al- 
ready-gained markets. 

“In their early development, they 
received no direct financial aid from 
outside sources, either private or pub- 
lic. Their success depended on the ex- 
ertion of their efforts along lines which 
were competitively successful. Those 
cooperative associations which. have 
survived confined their activities to 
fields that truly served the needs of 
the growers and thereby won the sup- 
port and loyalty of their members. 


bargaining on freight rates and other 
costs and the dissemination of infor- 
mation to their grower-members. 

“Processing cooperatives extend tne 
efforts of growers to include the grow- 
ing, drying or canning and sale of the 
processed fruits. Some processing co- 
operatives Ihave been quite success- 
ful. In some sections the present-day 
tendency appears to be in the direc- 
tion of federation of independent pro- 
cessing cooperatives to form large scale 
marketing organizations to handle the 
combined production of their mem- 
bers, 

“This movement has the effect of 
eliminating competition among the 
various cooperatives, but leaves the 
central selling agency still in competi- 


tion with privately owned canners in 


the sale of products.

“Organized as they were to sell in | member in the average cooperative is 


competition with everyone else, the 
successful cooperatives must seek ef- 
ficient distribution in order to return 
to the grower the fullest possible ben- 
efits. Operating on a non-profit basis, 
these cooperative marketing agencies 
introduce a new competitive factor in- 
to the distribution of fresh fruits and 
vegetables which force the private 
shippers to shift their attention from 
paying the grower the least possible 
price to paying at least as much as 
the cooperative can return to its grow- 
ers. In this manner the strong co- 
operatives account for benefits for all 
in the marketing of a particular crop.

“Save in the case of a concentrated 
source in which cooperatives are es- 
pecially successful, de-concentrated 
sources of supplies do not lend them- 
selves to this method of grower mar- 
keting. 

“For example, the Florida strawberry 
season is long and early. This, how- 
ever, practically ends when_ berries 
from the Carolinas begin to move to 
northern markets under the competi- 
_ tive advantage of shorter hauls and 
correspondingly lower freight rates. 
_The Carolina market area and ship- 
| ping season are in turn restricted as 
; soon as Norfolk and the Eastern shore 
| of Virginia berries begin to move and 
' Virginia yields to New Jersey and New 
| York as the season progresses.” 


; “Cooperative associations are defi- 
‘nitely interested in the sale of fruit 
and produce at auction,” says Kelsey 
'B. Gardner of the Farm Credit Ad- 
' ministration in a recent report on fruit 
auctions.

based on 1934 figures. In the citrus 
fruit field, over 63 per cent of the 


' 1934 business of the auction companies 


came from cooperative organizations.” 

The beneficial influence of the fruit 
auctions on the market for the co- 
operative growers’ products has been 
ably expressed by T. H. Powell, Sales 
Manager of the California Fruit Grow- 
ers Exchange. 

Mr. Powell said: 

“The biggest single factor that has 
caused growers and shippers to sell 
through the auction markets is the 
concentration of buying power of an 
entire market at one given time upon 
a single commodity, so that through 
competitive bidding the price level is 
raised to the highest point possible at 
which the buyers believe the commo- 
_dity will move. 

“Prices are known to everybody, 
which not only establishes a definite 
market in the whole surrounding trade 
territory, but likewise establishes con- 
fidence and encourages the trade to 
buy. 

“At auction, the highest price is al- 
ways paid for the best fruit and the 
brands of good fruit that are sold reg- 
ularly in a market command a premi- 
um over ynknown brinds. 

“Although slightly less than half of 
Exchange oranges are sold at auction, 
some of the biggest and best Sunkist 
associations go to these big auction 
markets with three-fourths of their 
output. 

“They do this entirely from choice 

—because they get more money.” 
{ “As may be seen from results,” the 
Federal Trade Report continues, “the 
cooperative agencies, originally believ- 
ed to have been begun as collective 
bargaining groups, continue this phase 
with success, whether the cooperative 
is large or small.” 

In its discussion of the effects of co- 
operatives on the consumer, the com- 
mission’s report asserted: 

“The object of cooperative market- 
ing organizations is to obtain the max- 
imum return for its growers. This may 
be accomplished by enhancing the 
prices paid by consumers through reg- 
ulation of supply or by narrowing the 
distribution margins by efficient mar- 
keting and handling methods. 

“Bither or both may be used and 
either may be offset by an undue price 
‘rise by what may be termed a “buy- 
er’s strike’ or by increased competition 


from other commodities which included 
unrestricted shipments by non-coop- 
erating shippers of the same commo- 
dity. Thus, the most important mar- 
keting job to be done by the cooper- 


atives is that of balancing supply and | 


demand to the best interests of both 
grower and consumer. 

“During the depression years, coop- 
eratives endeavored to prevent reduc- 
tion of prices by limitation of supplies 
and diversion of surplus into non- 
competitive channels. Despite these ef- 
forts, the plight of agricultural pro- 
ducers has been regarded as sufficient- 
ly grave to warrant the extension of 
federal aid with the object of improv- 
ing their income. 

“This assistance has taken the form 
of marketing agreements under the 
authority of the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration in an effort to 
restrict supply. Some amount of suc- 
cess has been enjoyed through this 
means of assistance but many growers 
have expressed dissatisfaction. At the 


present time, the proration of citrus is | 


in operation in California on oranges 
only and not at all in Florida.”
